SCHOOL BOARD 


THE NEW CODE BILL PUTS IT IN A 


QUEER POSITION. 


Big Blunder in the New Law—Ways of 


Remedying the Trouble Are 


Suggested. 


(Columbus Dispatch.) 


A queer question has been raised 


with regard to the election of members 
of the board of education. The matter 
of the election of members of 
the 


board of education is left out of the 
municipal code law as it passed the 
legislature at the recent extraordinary 
session. There is only one provision 
in ,the law referring to the election of 
members 
of 
board 
of 
education 


throughout the state, ami this provi- 
sion is so vague that It Is a question 
as to how boards of education shall be 
organized next spring. 


The attorney general's department, 


working in connection witli the state 
S'chool commisioner has tried to get 
this matter fixed up in such a way that 
the boards of education will be elected 
next spring in a legal way, hut they 
find that there is no provision which 
will cover the situation. 


The attorney general and the state 


school commissioner hare been look- 
ing over the -situation and they 1md 
that there Is no provision in the law 
for the election of members of the 
board of education. They find also 
that they will have to have a special 
court, to provide for the organization 
of school boards until the legislature 
is in session again, and can pass a law 
which will reorganize 
the school 


boards of the state. 


The school boards have been organ- 


ized under special laws, just the same 
as municipalities have been organized, 
and these special-laws according to 
the decisions of the supreme 
court 


are unconstitutional and cannot stand. 


Tnree ways have been suggested, of 


getting around the 
unconstitutional j 


feature of the organization of school 
boards throughout the state. These 
are: 


1. _JTiie_principle, shall, be held ,(that 


the school boards are de facto school 
boards, and tnat the members shall 
hold on for one year from next May, 
and then members of the school boards 
shall, be elected in accordance with 
laws that will be enacted by the next 
general assembly. 


2. There shall be hold-over mem- 


bers of the school boards. For instance 
in Columbus, these members of the 
board representing wards even num- 
bered shall stay in office and the mem- 
bers jn odd wards shall be elected. It 
is claimed that in regard to this there 
will be a great injustice done to dif- 
ferent sections of the city, on accoum 
of the fact that certain districts will 
stand for a number of members of the 
board, and that members of the board 
elected in certain wards will represent 
districts that are not at all in sympa- 
thy with the people who TeaHy elect- 
ed the members. 


3. The third manner is to have an 


election in all of the twelve wards of 
Columbus next spring. 


Arrangements have been made to^ 


have a suit brought in the supreme j 
court, which will remit in an order j 
from the supreme court to have an | 
election, in each ward as created under' 
the new code. This will mean that all' 
the present members of the board of 
education in Columbus will be retired, 
and that there will be an election al! 
the way around.
